— The Nethei-land'H 
line steamship W. A .Scliolteii, which 
sailed from Rotterdam for New Voi k yes- 
terday, came into cuUisioii, ten miles oil 
Dover at one o'clock la.st night, with the 
Udsa Mary and sank ;diii(i.st immediately. 
The .Seholteii had on board passengers 
and crew lo the number of 2.'!0, and of 
these only !J0 arekiiownto liavobcen saved. 
Of the reniainiiig 140, 27 have boon liiiid- 
ed at Dovor dead, and fears aro enter- 
tained that the others wore also Inst, 
Ibinigh a few of them may have been 
Iiicluid up liy passing N'esaels. .\s soon as 
tile iiew^ 11/ llie (lisa.sLer leaelied Dover 
vessels were sent In the rescue, bill it does

loft its effects in what seemed like tho 
parmaiient abdication by Prussia of all 
claim to the leadorshij) of the German 
people. The star of Austria and of France 
were in the ascendtnit; that of Prussia on 
the wane. Keen, indeed, must have been 
the prescience v/hich couid have imagined 
that in less than ten years both .-Vustria 
and Franco would have been humbled to 
the dust, and that the heritage of tho 
Brandenburg elocturs would have grown 
into a great State which not only con- 
trolled Germany, but was tho arbiter of 
the destiiiieS of Europe. Still loss could 
any one have supposed that the unpopu- 
lar "Junker," whom King William had 
[litchforked into his Cabinet, to the in- 
tense disgust of his subjects, his counsel- 
ors, .and even thu members of his own 
family, would have become in a few years 
the idol of tive-and-forty millions of Ger- 
mans, and the most powerful personage 
in the civilized world.
